This action is responsive to communications: original application filed

Claims 1-35 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1,10, 12, 13, 14, 17 
18. 20. 23, 26, 30, 33, and 34 are independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, 26-29, 33-35 are drawn to a document presentation 
processing included editing feature, classified in class 715, subclass 530.

III. Claims 14-16 are drawn to education and demonstration included question 
or problem eliciting response feature, classified in class 434, subclass 322. 

IV. Claim 17 is drawn to a document presentation processing included 
stylesheet feature, classified in class 715, subclass 522. 

V. Claims 18-19, and 20-22 are drawn to a database and file management or 
data structures included application of database (e.g. distributed, multimedia, image) 
feature, classified in class 707, subclass 104.1. 
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VI. Claims 23-25 are drawn to a database and file management or data 
structures included access augmentation feature, classified in class 707, subclass 2.
